State Railroad Commission Fixes the 


Rates for Physical Connection 


on Hie Application. 


To E. D. McGowan belongs the 
credit for carrying to a successful is- 
sue his tight with the Wisconsin and 
Hock County Telephone companies 
before the State Railroad commission, 
to compel a physical connection be- 
tween the two lines for the beuerit of 
subscribers of either service. Mr. Mc- 
Gowan fought the battle single-handed 
against some of the best legal talent 
in the state, and the following de- 
cision handed down by the commis- 
sion is entirely along the lines oC his 
contention. It is reprinted in full be- 
low,On the 3rd day o£ June, 1914, the 
commission made an order herein (14 
W. R. C. R. 529 requiring the Wis- 
consin Telephone company and 
the 
Rock County Telephone company to 
make such physical connection or con- 
| nections between their toll lines and 
between their local exchanges in the 


I city of Janesville as is required for 
the furnishing of toll line and local 
service, including rural service, to the 
subscribers o£ each company, at the 
stations installed in their residences 
and places of business, over the toll 
lines and local hnes, including rural 
lines, of the other company; and that 
the expense of making such physical 
connection or connections and 
the 
subsequent 
maintenance 
thereof 
should 
be divided equally between 
said companies. 
The manner and method of making 
the connection is not in dispute. The 
companies, concede that such connec- 
tions can be made without difficulty. 
The difficulty, however, encountered 
is-the matter of charges which each 
company is entitled to for the use of 
its lines by the subscribers of the oth- 
er company. 
The constitutionality o£ the act in 
question has been challenged and ar- 
gued by. counsel, but we do not deem 
it necessary to consider the Question. 
Administrative tribunals, as a general 
rule, should assume the validity of 
acts submitted to them for adminis- 
tration. It is conceivable that in cer- 
tain events, to prevent irreparable in- 
jury, 
even an administrative board 
should determine in the first instance 
the validity o£ an act with the admin- 
istration of which it is charged, but 
generally it should refrain from pass- 
ing upon the question as the judiciary 
alone can -determine the validity of 
any act challenged. The statute pro- 
vides tor judicial review o£ the orders 
of the commission. Consequently, if 
there is any infirmity in the statute 
here in question that can be deter- 
mined by the courts without the or- 
der of the commission causing, injury 
to anyone. 
In the supplementary report in the. 
Winter cast (15 W. R. C. R. 36) we 
fully discussed the principles which 
should govern in prescribing terms 
and conditions for .physical connec; 
tions of telephone systems. JJurther 
consideration of such principles is 
therefore unnecessary. 
We can not assent t othe doctrine 
asserted that cost o£ service is the 
only consideration in fixing charges. 
The statute declaratory of the com- 
mon law requires that charges shall 
be reasonable 
and 
just. 
It would 
seem that a charge which would re- 
sult in taking business from one com- 
pany and giving it to its competitor 
could not be regarded as a just charge 
from any viewpoint. 
Should the in- 
come of either company be increased 
to such an extent as to become ex- 
cessive because of the charges estab- 
lished for the u?e of its lines by the 
subscribers of the other company, Its 
toll rates co-.i'.d be reduced without 
disturbing such additional charges. 
Cost of service is never the sole 
consideration in determining the rea- 
sonableness of a charge. It is one of 
the primary considerations, but there 
are other considerations often as vital 
in reaching a conclusion. 
As to the charges for toll service, 
we are of the opinion that the rule 
laid down in the Winter case should 
control here. There is nothing in the 
situation that would warrant any de- 
parture from such rule. Howeve'r, as 
in the instant case physical connection 
of two local telephone utilities oper- 
! ating within a municipality is required 


j for local service, we must fix a charge 
: that will compensate each company 
for the use of its lines for local ser- 


! vice by the subscribers of the other 


i company. Where two local exchanges 
are thus connected, the station of each 


: subscriber of one exchange becomes 
1 in effect a pay station of the other ex- 
i change, and thc>refore a charge in ex- 
cess of the usual charge for such ser- 
vices established 
for 
toll 
stations 
could not 
be justified. 
Five cents 
seems to be generally regarded as ade- 
quate compensation for local service 
toll stations. This seems to us rea- 
sonable and just, and sufficient to pro- 
tect each company from the loss of 
subscribers 
to the other 
company. 


Acny person rpquiring the local service 
of both companies at the present time 
w.ou]d scarcely discontinue the service 
of either company if he were obliged 


to pay a toll of five cents for each 
message when talking to subscribers 
of the exchange with which he was 
not 
connected. 
The 
convenience 
served by physical connection for lo- 
cal service is that of those subscribers 
of each exchange who 
occasionally 
desire to communicate with subscrib- 
ers of the other exchange. 
As was stated in the Winter case, 
"any order made must necessarily be 
experimental and subject to revision 
or rescission at any time either com- 
pany may appear to suffer injury from 
the arrangement." If after a fair trial 
it should appear that the terms of the 
order operate inequitably the same 
will be modified to obviate any injus- 
tice to any of the parties interested. 


Now, 
therefore, it is ordered that 
each subscriber or patron of the Rock 
County Telephone company desiring 
service over the toll lines of the Wis- 
consin Telephone company shall 
be 
charged for each message, in addition 
to the regular charge of the Wiscon- 
sin Telephone company, as follows: 
For all. distances not over fifty 
miles from the office of the ock Coun- 
ty Telephone company, five cents' for 
all distances over fifty miles and not 
over one hundred miles from such 
office, ten cents; and for all distances

SCHOOL BOARD REPORT 


Requeit Board to Levy $5,000 to Cover 


Expenses for Two Years.—Board 


to Dine at Training 


School. 


Whether Rock county shall pay for 
a part of the excense of paving St. 
Lawrence avenue, on the south side of 
the Court House Park, according to a 
bill presented by the city of Janesville 
will be a matter for a special commit- 
tee appointed to confer with the dis- 
trict attorney, upon which a report 
shall be made at the January meeting 
of .the board. 


City Attorney Dougherty presented 


the- matter fo the supervisors at the 
opening o'f their annual meeting this 
afternoon. 
He stated that the legis- 


lature had recently enacted a law pro- 
viding for the assessment of charges 
against county property such as in- 
volved in the case under considera- 
tion. The contract between the city 
of Janesville and Rock county rela- 
tive to the Court House Park, he con- 
tended, was vague, and Uie city had 
taken the position that it was fair 
for the county to stand one-half the 
charge for the paving, the city also 
paying one-half. 


The bill presented to the county is 
for $1,238.36. 
Prperty-owners on the 
south side of the street will pay twice 
the amount which the county is called 
upon 
to contribute. Mr. Dougherty 
declared that 
the 
city believed it 
would be only fair for the county to 
meet the city half way. 


On the motion of Supervisor Rich- 
ardson the question was referred to a 
special committee to be named by the 
chairman. The committee will confer 
with the district attorney and report 
in January. 
Mr. Dunwiddie declared 
that the matter involved certain legal 
points which it would be well to con- 
sider carefully as any decision made 
would create an important precedent. 
Consequently he counseled that time 
be taken to settle the case definitely

A story of the suffering of the Bel- 
gians has just been brought to Lon- 
don by Millard K. Shaler, the Amer- 
of the American • commission .for. the 
relief of Belgium. He declared that 
conditions in Belgium are even worse 
than have been described.

Shaler, "on October 28 for Brussels 
by way of Bergen-on-Zoom and Ant- 
/ werp, accompanied by H. A. Johnson. 
American consul at Ghent, and the 
Dutch consul at. Ghent. As we near- 
ed the Belgian frontier we saw the 
pitiful plight of the refugees in Hol- 
land. 
Once in 
Belgium we came 
across a stream of poor people pour- 
ing bs,ek into A.ntwerp in every con- 
ceivable kind of conveyance and on 
foot. 
They carried their babies and 
belongings. 
"Between Antwerp and Malines the 
destruction of habitations in everv 
town and hamlet was practically uni- 
versal. 
Families were living in par- 
tially burned, buildings, or in impro- 
vised structures. The suffering is in- 
tense and food supplies practically do 
not exist. 


Live on Soup and Bread. 
"More than SO per cent of the- Brus- 
sels population now live entirely on 
soup and bread, which is distributed 
to them daily, and on potatoes which 
they receive only once a week. The 
fear that 
the 
bread 
supply would 
cease loomed large. 
On Friday and 
Saturday last many of the well-to-do 
peoole in Brussels hart no bread. I 
could not buy any myself at any price, 
.but fortunately the 
poor get their 
meagre 
supply 
through the 
soup 
kitchens.

"On Monday, as I traced my way i 
back through devastated Belgium, I i 
passed on the frontier of Holland our I
